Ireland. 



rHBEEAS it is expedient to amend tlw Laws relating to 
tlie Eepresentation of tlie People in Ireland ; 

Be it enacted by tlie Queen’s most Excellent llajesty, 
by and witii tlie Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
6 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by tlie Antbority of tbe same, as follows : 



Freliminary, 

1 . This Act may be cited for aU Purposes as “ The Eepresentation short Title, 
of the People (L'eiand) Act, 1868.” 

10 2. This Act shaU apply to Ii-eland only, but shall not in anywise Application 

affect the Election of kembers to serve in ParlLament for the ° 
Borongh of the Lniversity of Dublin.

lo S Prom and after tte passbig of this Act tlie Fiftli Section of the Occujmtioii 
Act of the Thirteenth and Touiieenth Tears of the Eeign in Cities, 

nresent Maiestr, Chapter Six±y-mne, and aE other Sections or Parts Towns, and 
of the same Act which relate to or affect the Franchise conferred^by Boroog

Representation of the People {Ireland). 

tlie said Fiftli Section, or the Uegistration of Voters upon whom it 
is conferred, and in which are the Words “Eight Pounds” in 
reference to the said Eranchise, shall he read and constmed as if the 
Words “ more than Four Pounds ” had been used and were substi- 
tuted in the said Eifth and other Sections instead of and for the 5 
Words “ Eight Pounds,” so and in such Planner that subject to all 
the Provisions of the said Act, the Occupation of Lands, Tenements, 
or Hereditaments rated at the net annual Value of more than Four 
Pounds shall be as effectual to qualify any Man to be registered as a 
Voter, and when registered to vote at any Election of Members to 10 
seiwe in Parliament for any City, Torni, or Borough in Ireland to 
be held after the passing of this Act as the Occupation of Lands, 
Tenements, and Hereditaments rated at the net annual Value of 
Eight Pounds and upwards was before the passing of this Act ; and 
in all Provisions relating to such Occupation, Hegistration, or 15 
voting, and in all Lists, Eeturns, Precepts, Notices, or other Eorms 
made or issued in pm’suance of the Provisions of the Registration 
Acts, the Words “more than Four Pounds ” shall, when necessary, 
be substituted for the Words “Eight Pounds.”

4. Every Man shall be entitled to be registered as a Voter, and 20 
when registered to vote for a Member or Members to serve in 
Parliament for a City, Town, or Borough, who is qualified as follows ; 
(that is to say,) 

1. Is of full Age and not subject to any legal IncapEieity ; and 

2. As a Lodger bas occupied in such City, Town, or Borough, 25 

sepaiutely and as sole Tenant for the Twelve Months pre- 
ceding the Tioentietli Day of July in any Year, the same 
Lodgings, such Lodgings being Part of one and the same 
Dwelling House, and of a clear yearly Value, if let un- 
furnished, of Ten Founds or upwards ; and 80 

3. Has resided in such Lodgings duiing the Twelve Months 

immediately preceding the Tioentieth Fay of July, and has 
claimed to be registered as a Voter at the next ensuing 
Registration of Voters. 



EegUtration 5. The Claim of every Person deshous of being registered as a 35 
of Persons Voter for a Member or Members to serve for any City, Town, or 
Lodging^ Borough in respect of the Occupation of Lodgings, shall be in 

the Eoim numbered 1. in Schedule (D.) to this Act annexed, or to 
the like Effect, and shall have annexed thereto a Declaration in 
Eorm and be certified in Manner in the said Schedule mentioned, 40 
or as near thereto as Circumstances admit, and every such Claim 
shall after the Twentieth Fay of July and on or before the Fourth 
Fay of August in any Year he delivered to the Town Clerk in the 

City, 
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City, Town, or Borough, in -trliich such. Lodgings shall he situate, 
and the Particulars of such Claim shall he duly published by 
such To%tu Clerk ou or before the Eleventh J)mj of August next 
ensuing, in a separate list, according to the P’orm numbered 2. 

5 in. the said Schedule (L.) ; and all the Provisions of the Kegistration 
Acts tvith respect to the publishing of lists of Claimants and to the 
Delivery of Copies thereof to Persons requiring the same by the said 
Totni Clerk shall apply to every such Claim and List, and all the 
Profusions of the same Acts ttith respect to the Proof of Claims and 
10 to Objections thereto and to the hearing thereof, shall so far as the- 
same are applicable apply to Claims and Objections and to the 
hearing thereof under this Section. 

6. In a County where Premises are in the Joint Occupation of As to Joint 
several Persons as Owners or Tenants, and the aggregate rateable i^'coun\Tes 
15 Value of such Premises is such as would, if divided amongst the 
several Occupiers, so far as the Value is concerned, confer on each 
of them a Vote, then each of such Joint Occupiers shall, if otherwise 
qualified, he entitled to he registered as a Voter, and when regfetei'ed 
to vote at an Election for the Coving : Pi'ovided always, that not 
20 more than Tw’o Persons, hemg such Joint Occupiers, shall he entitled 
to be registered in respect of such Premises, unless they shall have 
derived the same by Descent, Succession, Marriage, Marriage Settle- 
ment, or Devise, or unless they shall be bond fide engaged as Partners 
carrving on Trade or Business thereon. 

25 7. The Premises in respect of the Occupation of which any Person Provisions as 

ttba.11 he entitled to he registered in any Teai*, and to vote in the 
Election for any County, shall not he required to he the same succession in 
Premises, but may be different Premises occupied in immediate 
Succession by such Person dming tlie Twelve Calendar Months 
30 next previous to the Twentieth Pay of July in such Year, such 
Person having paid on or before the Pirst Pay of July in such Year 
all the Poors Puites which shall, preriously to the First Pay of 
January in such Year, have become payable from him in respect 
of aU such Premises so occupied by Mm in succession. 

35 8. No Elector who, within Six Months before or during any 

Election for any County, City, Town, or Borough, shall have been 
retained, hired, or employed for all or any of the Purposes of the 
Election for Eeward by or on behalf of any Candidate at such 
Election as Agent, Canvasser, Clerk, Messenger, or in any other like 
40 Employment, shall be entitled to vote at sueb Election, and if he 
shall so vote he shall be guilty of a Misdemeanor.

9. At a contested Election for tlie City of Dublin, no Person sliall 
vote for more than Two Candidates. 



PART n. 

Distribution or Seats. 

10. Prom and after tlio End of this jn’esent Parliament tlie 5 
Boroughs of Bandon, Cashel, Downpatrick, Dungannon, Kinsale, 
and Portalington shall respectively cease to return any Member to 
serve in Parliament. 

11. Prom and after the End of this present Parliament the City of 

Dublin shall return Three Members to serve in Parliament. 10 

12. Prom and after the End of ,this present Parliament, each 

County named in the Pirst Colunm of Schedule (A.) to this Act 
annexed shall be divided into the Two Divisions named in the 
Second Column of the said Schedule ; and, until it is otherwise 
directed by Parliament, each of the said Divisions shall consist of 15 
the Barordes, and Places mentioned in the Third Column to the 
said Scliedule. .. 

In aU future ParUaments there shall be Two Members to serve 
for each of the said Divisions - mentioned in Schedule (B.) to this 
Act annexed, and One Member to serve for each of the said Divi- 20 
sions mentioned in Soliedulc (G.) to this Act annexed ; and such 
Members shall be chosen in the same Maimer, and by the same 
Description of Voters, and in respect of the same Bights of voting, 
as if each snch Di'vdsion were a separate Coimty. 

The Comt for the Election of Membei’s for each of the Divisions 25 
mentioned in the Second Column of the said Schedule (A.) shall he 
holden at the Places named for that Purpose in the Pourth Column 
of th.e said Schedule. 

The Sheriffs of the Counties by this Act divided shall duly cause 
Proclamation to be made of the seveial Days fixed for the Election 30 
of a Member or Members for the Divisions of their respective 
Counties, and shall preside at the Election by themselves or their 
Deputies. 

All Enactments relating to Counties returning Members to serve 
in ParHament shall be deemed to apidy to the Divisions of Counties 35 
constituted as afoi*esaid. 

Registers of Voters shall be formed in and after the Tear One 
tiwusayid eight hundred and sucty-eight, notwithstanding the Con- 
tinuance 
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tinuance of this present Parliament, for or in respect of the Diri- 
sions of Counties constituted by this Act, in like IMaimer as if before 
the passing of this Act they had respectively been Coimties retum- 
ing Members to serve in Parliament ; and all the Provisions of the 
5 Registration Acts as amended by this Act shall apply in like 
Manner to the said Divisions of Coimties. 



13. The follovring Persons, that is to say, Appoint-

20 tilted hy this Act, and as to the Places appointed for holding Courts 
for the" Election of Memhere of such. DiTisions, ivith a Tieiv to 
ascertain ivhether, haviug regard to the natural and legal Divisions 
of each County, and the Distribution of the Population therein, 
any and what' Alterations should he made in such Divisions or 
25 Places. 

The said Commissioners shall, irith aU imcticable Despatch, 
report to the Ciiief Secretary to the Lord lieutenant upon the 
several Matters in this Section referred to them, and their Eeport 
shaE he laid before Parliament. 

30 The Commissioners and Assistant Commissioners so appointed 
shaE o-ive Notice bv public Advertisement of their Intention to 

visit such Boroughs ‘and Coimties, and shaE aiipoiut a Time for 

receiving the Statements of any Pereons who may he desirous of 
giving IMoi-mation as to the Boimdaries or other local Circumstances 
86 of such Boroughs and Coimties, and the said Coimnissionei-s or 
Assistant Commissioners shaE hy personal inspeetton, and such 
other Means as the Comnussioners shall think necessary, possess 
themselves of such Information as wEl enable the Commissioners 
to make such Eeport as herein mentioned.

PART III. 

Miscellaneous. 

14 . At every contested Election for any County, City, Toivn, or 
Borongli, unless some Building or Place belonging to the Comity, 
City, To-wn, or Borough is provided for tliat Purpose, the Retinning 5 
Officer shall, whenever it is practicable so to do, instead of erect- 
ing a Booth, lure a Building or Room for the Pinpose of taking the 
Poll: 

Where in any Place there is any Room the Expense of maintaining 
■which is payable out of any Rates levied in such Place, such 10 
Room may, with the Consent of the Person or Corpomtion 
having the Control over the same, be used for the Purpose of 
taking the Poll at such Place. 

15 . The Sixty-third and Sixty-fourth Sections of the Act of 
the Thirteenth and Pomteenth Years of the Reign of Her present 15 
Majesty, Chapter Sixty-nine, relating to the Transmission aiifl 
Beliveiy of the Book or Books containing the Lists of Voters to the 
Sheriff and Returning Officer, shall he oonstmed as if the Word 

'' JDecemher ” were substituted in those Sections for the Word 
“ Pfonemher'' and the said Book or Books shall he the Register of 20 
Pei-sons entitled to vote for the County or Borough to which such 
Register relates at any Election which takes place during the Year 
commencing on the Pirst Bay of January next after such Register 
is made, and the Register of Electors in force at the Time of the 
passing of this Act shall he the Register in force until the Pirst Bay 25 
of January One thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine. 

16 . IVhereas it is expedient to amend the Law relating to Offices 
of Profit, the Acceptance of which from the Crown vacates the 
Seats of Members accepting the same, hut does not render them 
incapable of being re-elected : Be it enacted. That where a Person 30 
has been retimned as a Member to serve in Parhament since 
the Acceptance by him from the Crown of any Office described 
in Schedule (E.) to this Act annexed, the subsequent Acceptance 
by him from the Crown of any other Office or Offices described in 
such Schedule, in lieu of and in immediate Succession the one to 35 
the other, shall not vacate his Seat. 

17 . Where separate Registers of Voters have been directed to be 
made in any County divided by this Act, if a Vacancy take place in th e 
Representation of the said Co-nnty before the summoning of a futiu’e 
Parliament, and after the Completion of such separate Registers, 40 
such last-mentioned Registers shall, for the Purpose of any Election

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to fill up sucli VacaucTj be deemed togetlier to form tlie Hesjister 
for tlie County. 



18. It shall not he laulul for any Candidatej or any One on his Payment of 
Behalf, at any Election for any City, To-wn, or Borough, to pay any Expenses of 
5 Money on account of the Conveyance of any Yoter to the Poll, either Toters irT 
to the Voter himself or to any other Person; and if any such Candi* 
date, or any Person on Ms Behalf, shall pay any Money on account of iUesrai. 
the Conveyance of any Voter to the Poll, such Payment shall he 
deemed to be an illegal Payment tvithm the Meaning of “ The 
10 Corrupt Practices Prevention Act, 1851.’ ’ 



19. No PtctiuMng Officer for auyCoimh', City, Tovn, or Borough, Rcrurniu" 
nor Ms Deputy, nor any Partner or Cleric of either of them, shall act 

as Agent for any Candidate in the Management or Conduct of his Agrent guilty 
Election as a Member to serve in Paihament for such County, City, 

15 Tomi, or Borough ; and if any PLCtitming Officer, Ms Deputy, the 
Partner or Clerk of either of them, shall so act, he shall be guilty of 
a Misdemeanor.
